G.S.R. 443(E).—The Government oflndia have taken 
the following decisions with regard to closure/merger/ 
transferWnodemization of the Government oflndia Presses 
under tfie Ministry of Urban Development after review of 
the earlier Cabinet decision dated 16-8-2002 :— 

A. PRIVATIZATION 

The following Government of India Text Books 
Presses would be privatized along with reasonable 
operational land area with the condition that the employees 
will continue to be in service till completion of their balance 
service period. Excess land of the Presses w r ould be 
developed, if necessary, in collaboration with the State 
Governments. 

1. Government of India Text Books Press, Chandigarh 

2. Government oflndia Text Books Press, Bhubaneshwar 

3. Government oflndia Text Books Press, Mysore 

H. MODERNIZATION 

Government oflndia Press, Shim la would be retained 
and converted into product ion-cum-Gaining centre and 
modernized at a cost of Rs. 2.19 crores. 

(TRANSFER 

Government oflndia Press, Gangtok will be handed 
over.to the State Government of Sikkim with its present 
liabilities and assets on mutually agreed terms and 
Conditions. 
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D. RETENTION 

Government oflndia Forms Store, Kolkata and Office 
of the Assistant Director (outside printing), Kolkata would 
be retained with the condition that no further recruitment 
will be made. 

E. SPECIAL VOLUNTARY RETIREMENT SCHEME 
AND TRANSFER/REDEPLOYMENT 

Surplus employee or employees not willing to 
continue in service will be given the following 
options :— 

(i) Surplus Voluntary Retirement Scheme for 
surplus Centra] Government employees as 
per Department of Personnel & Training 
O.M. No. 25013/6/2001 -Estt (A) dated 28-2-2002. 

(ii) Transfer/redeployment to other nearby 
Government of India Presses wherever 
possible. 

F. FOLLOW UP ACTIONS 

1. Directorate of Printing would immediately 
circulate Surplus Voluntary Retirement Scheme to all the 
Presses and also seeks options for transfer/redeployment 
of employees to other nearby Government of India 
Presses. 

2. Directorate of Printing would immediately take up 
with State Government of Sikkim for the transfer of GIP, 
Gangtok on mutually agreed terms and conditions.
